The A m erican Legion is hold­ 
ing firm to its stand that all per­ 
sons of Japanese b irth should be 
excluded from the Pacific coast 
for the duration of the w ar, he 
said, and th at supervision of the 
Nipponese should be transferred 
to the Army. 
“At the Chicago convention, the 
American Legion adopted a strong 
resolution urging th a t the Ja p an ­ 
ese be excluded from the Pacific 
coast until the w ar is over, and 
as national com m ander I am ful­ 
filling th at policy to the letter," 
he said. 


STILL DANGEROUS 


“A fter all, they w ere rem oved 
from the w ar zone of the Pacific 
coast as a precautionary m easure 
and the A m erican Legion feels 
that the danger has not passed. 
The Legion strongly urges the 
abolition of the W ar Relocation 
A uthority and, tran sfer of ju ris­ 
diction of the Japanese people to 
the arm y,” he declared. 
Scheiberling, whose home is in 
Albany, N. Y., said that he is en­ 
deavoring to obtain full facts re­ 
garding the recent

of 
nam es of Japanese service men 
from the honor roll of the Hood 
River, Ore., Legion post, and will 
m ake a form al statem ent regard­ 
ing the act w hen all the inform a­ 
tion is before him .

The animals are re ­ 
presented by m any bones, shells 
of mollusks, and im pressions or 
thin films on the rocks, or insects 
and leaves and flow ers im bedded 
in am ber, w hich is fossil resin. 
The fossils, especially the shells, 
tell us a t once w hether the rocks 
w ere laid down in the sea 
or 
under fresh w ater conditions. The 
ancient tim e w hen the G u lf of 
California 
extended 
northw ard 
over w h at is now the Colorado 
desert is represented by m arine 
fossils, oyster shells, and 
m any 
other kinds. B ut the m illions of 
little shells scattered over 
the 
surface in the Coachella V alley 
tell of a very different, 
m uch 
later, tim e when the region was 
covered by a large shallow fresh ­ 
w ater lake. 
At th e Rancho la Brea, now 
in Los Angeles, is the most w on­ 
derful assem blage of bones of 
many kinds of anim als preserved 
in the tar, in w hich they 
w ere 
m ired dow n a long 
tim e ago. 
Here are ground sloths, sabre­ 
toothed tigers, extinct kinds of 
bison and horse, mam m oth and 
mastodon, but also many kinds 
still living. These animals m ust 
have abounded in our region d u r­ 
ing w hat geologists call P leisto­ 
cene tim e. Why so many of them 
have disappeared 
is not easily 
explained. 
No hum an rem ains 
are found mixed w ith the bones. 
Fossil hunting is a fascinating 
occupation, and m any still 
u n ­ 
known fossils rem ain to be dis­ 
covered by those who have the 
patience and industry to look for 
them.

Plates Going Out 


To Automobilists 


F irst general issue of new auto­ 
m obile 
license 
plates 
in 
four 
years began th is week as the de­ 
partm ent of m otor vehicles start­ 
ed handing o u t the new black 
and w hite 1945 plates. T here will 
be but one plate to the car and 
this is to be affixed to th e rear. 
L ast sets of new plates were is­ 
sued in 1941. In 1942 a strip to fit 
across the top of the plate, bear­ 
ing the state nam e and th e year, 
were issued. A small w hite V 
was issued in 1943 and last year 
no m etal at all w as used, a paper 
w indshield sticker indicting the 
autoist had paid his fees. 


SIMPLE METHOD 


Procedure to obtain new plates 
is simple. M otorists m ust send in 
their 1944 registration slip and 
pay the same fee they paid last 
year. A m ount of this fee is indi­ 
cated in the low er left hand cor­ 
ner of the w hite certificate. 
L ast year m any sent in the 
pink ’certificate instead 
of the 
w hite one w hich is carried in the 
driver’s com partm ent of the car 
—or should be, under th e law.

securities. 
President L. M. G iannini point­ 
ed out th a t this year the bank

Revenue Act. A new “Reserve for 
Bad Debts” am ounting to $9,068,­

AIMS EXPLAINED

I Rise to Remark ” 
By CONGRESSMAN JOHN PHILLIPS 


The 78th Congress ju st faded 
aw ay.. The w ork grew less and 
less, the bills w en t to conference, 
all mem bers drifted aw ay, the 
Speaker w ent home, and finally, 
w hen all the loose ends w ere tied 
together, the tem porary Speaker 
called up the adjournm ent reso­ 
lution and at 6:59 on th e even­ 
ing of the 19th, Tuesday, it was 
all over. 
The Rivers and H arbors bill, 
and the bill to increase th e pay 
of postal employees, w ere still on 
the Senate floor, so I w e n t over 
and stayed to th e Senate’s end, 
at 8:22 p. m. The filibuster over 
the State D epartm ent appoint­ 
ments, stim ulated by th e CIO- 
PAC -and led by Senator Pepper, 
killed all chances of bringing up 
these bills. 
The 78th is gone; the 79th will 
convene at 12 noon on W ednes­ 
day the 3rd, one day before this 
appears in th e papers. W e will 
all be sw orn in, and look over 
the new m em bers and begin to 
line up our bills and o u r com­ 
m ittees and our w ork for 1945. 
Some figures m ay in terest you: 
In Sacram ento w e used to intro­ 
duce about 4000 bills a n d pass 
perhaps 1000, of which th e Gov­ 
ernor would sign, say, 
900. I 
don't 
know 
w h at the 
figures 
w ere in 1943. In the 78th Con­ 
gress w e introduced 6635 bills in 
the House and 2217 in th e Sen­ 
ate; total 8852. Of these 989 are 
now laws, about one in 9. The 
77th introduced more b ills a to­ 
tal of alm ost 12,000, o f which 
1485 passed, 
about one 
in 8. 
About half of the bills a re “pri­ 
vate bills”, involving th e claims 
of individuals against th e gov­ 
ernm ent. 


T he average n u m b er of bills in­ 
troduced over 25 years, is over 
15,000. The 61st Congress went 
o v er 35,000! The highest num ­ 
b er to becom e la w was in the 
59th (1905-05) w ith 6940 an d the 
low est w as the 56th (1899-1900) 
w ith 508. 
M ore figures: T here will be 243 
D em ocrats in the House w hen we 
convene; 190 Republicans; 1 Pro­ 
gressive; 1 A m erican-Labor. Of 
these, 184 D em ocrats w ere re­ 
elected; 170 Rpublicans, and both 
single p arty men. 
O f the new m en, 21 Democrats 
succeeded 
Dem ocrats, 
b u t 
31 
D em ocrats 
succeeded 
R epubli­ 
cans, 
and 
7 
D em ocrats 
were 
elected in new districts. O n the 
o th er side, 8 R epublicans suc­ 
ceeded Republicans, and 6 suc­ 
ceeded D em ocrats and one Re­ 
publican replaced a Progressive. 
6 R epublicans w ere elected in 
new districts. 
The total m em bership o f the 
H ouse is 435. T h e division be­ 
tw een States changes every ten 
yeans, b u t not th e total. If any­ 
one w ants to see how the politi­ 
cal divisions stood in both House 
and Senate for th e past 45 ses­ 
sions (90 years) I ’ll send a book­ 
let.
